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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Ishikawa et al (5,124,288). 

Ishikawa et al teach a refractory composition including 30-95 wt% CaO (column 

2, lines 21-26) having a CaC0 3 coating of .4-1 micron (column 3, lines 1-4). 

Please note that when applicant claims a composition in terms of function and the 
composition of the prior art appears to be the same, the Examiner may make a rejection 
under both 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103, expressed as a 102/103 rejection (MPEP 2112). 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Japanese document 61256961 
(abstract and translation provided). 

The Japanese document teaches a CaO containing clinker including a CaC0 3 
coating of .05-4 microns. The CaO contents are larger than 20 mass%, see table. 
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Please note that when applicant claims a composition in terms of function and the 
composition of the prior art appears to be the same, the Examiner may make a rejection 
under both 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103, expressed as a 102/103 rejection (MPEP 2112). 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Japanese document 0502491 1 . 

The Japanese document teaches a CaO refractory raw material including 60% 

and 68% CaO exemplified (see table on page 4) and having a CaC0 3 coating of .1-5 

microns, see abstract. 

Please note that when applicant claims a composition in terms of function and the 
composition of the prior art appears to be the same, the Examiner may make a rejection 
under both 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103, expressed as a 102/103 rejection (MPEP 2112). 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Japanese document 60090858. 

See examples for greater than 20 mass% CaO including a CaC0 3 coating. 
Intended use does not determine patentability of the claimed composition. 

7. Japanese documents 04031 346, 031 98953 and 61 0531 72 are cited for teaching 
CaO refractories including a CaC0 3 coating not unlike that claimed.
